A Noted Family. 


Death of Robt, Harvey Recalls Interesting 
Historical Facts, 


From the Port Huron Times, of a 
few weeks ago we get the following 
article :- 

The Harvey family, of Huntingdon, 
Ont., ot which Robt. Harvey, who 
died at the residence of his nephew, 
Robt, Reed, on Sixth street, Tuesday 
morning, was the oldest survivor, and 
of which Mrs. Ann Reed, the widow 
of the late Dr, Reed, is one of the 
youngest members, was a most dis- 
tinguished family. 

John Harvey, grandfather of Robt. 
Harvey, served in the wars against 
Napoleon. He was one of the two 
men, the father of the late Dr. Wm. 
Campbell, of this city, being the other, 
who supported Ralph Abercrombie 
after he was wounded in the battle of 
Alexander in Egypt, in the year’ 1801, 
By this act John Harvey found a 
place in the ballads that celebrated 
the great general. 

The following verse was written in 
commemoration of the act of the two 
men:

Robt. Harvey, son of John Harvey, 
and the father of tae man who died in 
Port Huron, was manager of one of 
the estates of the Duke of Argyle of 
Ayershire.

W. C. Nickle, M.D.C.M. 


Died at Colorado Springs, Col., on 
Thursday, May 2nd. 


There died at Colorado Springs, Col., 
on May 2nd, 1907, Dr. W. C. Nickle, 
of Crystal City, Manitoba. The de- 
ceased was formerly a resident of 
Madoc township, born on the old 
homestead near the Union church, 
Eldorado. He was the youngest son 
but one of John and Margaret J. 
Nickle, and received his education at 
the local school, then at Madoc High 
and Model schools. He taught for 
two years in the home school, then 
took up the Insurance business with 
his brother, T. L. Nickle, of Madoc 
village, After three yenrs in this 
work he went to Queen’s University, 
Kingston, where he took part of his 
medical course, He spent his long 
vacations in our North-west, finally 
deciding to complete his course at 
Winnipeg. He was thorough as a 
student and took high rank in his ex- 
ams, looking forward ‘to specializing. 
After graduating there he set up prac- 
tice in Crystal City, Manitoba, where 
he was universally regarded as a suc- 
cessful medical practitioner, Ip early 
March he went for a visit and much- 
needed rest to his brother, John Q. 
Nickle, Weyburn, He was taken 
dangerously ill while there and, on 
partial recovery, was ordered south 
for his health, " He was accompanied 
by his brother, who remained with 
him to the last. The end came quite 
unexpectedly at last owing to pneu- 
monial conditions developing. The 
body was brought to Madoc on Tues- 
day where, after service in the Metho- 
dist church here, the interment took 
place in Fox's cemetery, Eldorado, in

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BEAUTIFYING THE FARM GROUNDS. 


_ Beaulifying the home grounds is as 
important, if not more important, than 
any other work on the farm. There is so 
much more involved in it than the mere 
planting of shrubs and trees, the 
straightening of a road or the laying out 
of flower beds. It means the awakening 
of the senses to the.beautiful, the appre- 
cialion of the contrasts in color and 
form. For instance, 1 wonder how many 
could tell offhand the difference in shape 
between a purple-leaved beech and a 
golden oak, or the difference in color be- 
tween foxglove and larkspur? How 
many know that the lilac comes in 10 
or 12 varielies of color, or thal some of 
our commonest shrubs form their blos- 
sSoms only on the new wood grown the 
year previous, while others form blos- 
soms on the old wood? 

Well, and suppose we don't know? 
Then we are losing one of the greatest 
pleasures the country has to offer, Sup- 
pose I go to business, and every day I 
tramp to my office at nine o'clock and 
stay there until six at night, and then 
ge home, have my supper, read the pa- 
per and go to bed, to do the same thing 
again day after day, month ofter month, 
and year after year. What will be the 
result? Shall I grow broad-minded, in- 
teresting, sympathetic, and well-in- 
formed? On the contrary, as the years 
go by I will spend more and more time 
at my office, until nothing interests me 
except business, and as a result I will 
be narrow-minded and uninteresting. 
Now that’s just what will happen to us 
if{-we make farming our God, Every 
man must have, besides his vocation, an 
avocalion, or, as some call il, a hobby. 
The object of a hobby is to divert the 
mind,-to rest the brain, and so to refresh 
iff Then it oflimes serves as a common 
interest for the whole family. So I urge 
the beautifying of the home grounds as 
a hobby, and I assure you that when 
once we have taken it up, we will be- 
come so interested that we will wonder 
why we never thought of it before. 

But why, you ask, spend time, money 
and labor in planting a lot of flowers, 
shrubs and trees that will only end in 
making us more work? Let uS look at 
it from three different standpoints, 
namely, self-respect, the development. of 
character, and the present and future 
welfare of the children, Believe me, it’s 
worth dollars to us to have beautiful 
homes, or while we personally may be 
hard-working induslrious and prosper- 
ous, yel if we hayé unattractive homes 
the world will put us down os failures, 
and so will oue neighbors, or else brand 
us as close-fisted and mean, which is a 
{housand times worse, 

It doesn't cost much to have a lovely 
home; $12 will buy % beautiful trees of 
different varieties; $10 will buy 30 
shrubs which will bloom from May un- 
Ul frost, If we but make a start and 
add a little each year, keep the lawn 
mown and the driveway hard and free 
from weeds, then edge tho turf, so that 
it won't, be ragged. If the road runs in 
a straight line from the entrance to the 
housggand barn, plant a double row of 
Lombardy poplars, If there are some 
unattractive views from the house, shul 
them out by planting evergreens, or if 
some of the farm buildings are ugly, 
cover them with vines, such as ampe- 
lopsis, wisteria, or trumpet creeper. 
Around the house. plant perennials like 
golden glow, larkspur and hollyhocks. 
Bo sure to have a fine garden, for what 
is u country home without strawberries, 
fresh vegetables, efc.? A few years ago, 
the Miinois Experiment Station planted 
a holf-acre garden, and cleared on an 
average of $75 from it for five years, 

These things don't take -much lime. 
On my own place, a mon and myself 
took care of eight acres of lawn, the 
driveway and shrubs. in one day that 
is. one day each week was devaled to 
mowing the lawn, caring for the flowers, 
etc. Of wourse, if it is neglected for three 
or four weeks, it becomes a task, Bul 
make it a rule never to let anything in- 
terfere. You know the old suying-= 


“Give heed unto the litte things; 
Acas lave the bulge on kings.’ 
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When you go to choose your shrubs 
and trees, send for a catalogue to some 
good firm, and then study the colors of 
the shrubs, and flowers, their 
blooming season, size, ele, Buy some 
book giving simple directions about 
planting the home grounds, ‘This will 
leach you how {to combine your plunts 
‘to. geb the best effects, Por in- 
slunce, an aucuba-lenved ash bas beau 
litul gold-blotched leaves, which sluy on 
until late in the fall, Now, to bring oul 
all the beauly of this Wee, it should he 
pluced near a tree like a purple-leaved 
beech, which has not only a beautiti 
shape, bul wonderful foliage, whieh 1 
deep purple in the spring changing 
crimson in the summer ayoin tk 
dull purplish green in the fall,

DEAR Sir,—Referring to the ques- 
tion of re-opening the branch between 
Madoc and Eldorado, regarding which 
our Mr. Loud recently had «a confer- 
ence with yourself and other residents 
of the district, beg to say that, after 
caretul consideration of. the matter, I 
have concluded to make your people 
the following proposition :— 

Our estimate of the cost of rebuild- 
ing the branch is $49,000, which would 
include the erection of a small station 
at Eldorado. 

The Grand Trunk will arrange to 
put the branch in condition for opera- 
tion as soon as we can conyeviently 
obtain the necessary material and 
labor, providing your people will ad- 
vance the amount necessary to do’the 
work, in excess of the $21,750 which 

he Railway Company receiyed from 
the Dominion Government a number 
of years ago, i.e,, $27,250, 

This Company will then arrange to 
refund at a rate of $3.00 per car on all 
car-load traffic moyed in either direc- 
tion over the rebuilt branch, on which 
the revenue to the Company is $10.00 
or more. 

In view of the uncertainty as to the 
business development along the 
branch line, 1 am not prepared to 
make any other proposition than that 
as outlined. 

The fund referred to above to be 
placed in the hands of a Trustee or 
Bank, and to be paid out only upon 
the certificate of the engineer who 
would be in charge of the work of re- 
building the branch, as the work pro- 
gressed.

CEDAR FOR LEAD PENCILS. 
Now Bought by the Pound, and Grow- 
ing Scarcer Every Year. 


The lead pencil is one of the mosv 
common articles in everyday use, and 
nearly 320,000,000 pencils are manufac- 
tured In the United States every year. ~ 
To manufacture these miUlions of pen- 
cils there are required 110,000 tons, or 
7,300,000 cubic feet, of wood, so that 
each day of the year 300 tons, or 20,000 
cuble feet of wood, are used for pencils.’ 
Since practically all of the wood is red 
cedar, and since the pencil Industry is 
sleadily growing, the supply of red ce- 
dar is greatly depleted; yet no substi- 
tute has been found for it, Leaving out 
of consideration the imported pencils, 
says the Boston Transcript, the average 
educated American over ten years cf 
age uses six penci's of home manufac- 
ture each year. T2n years ago he used 
less than five.

The stone-built grist-mill 
adjoins, and was only separated by a 
stone fire-wall, At about 4.30 the 
night fireman, named D. Hubbs, upon. 
the premises, smelled smoke, and, 
upon opening a door leading from the 
engine-room to the distillery proper, 
was quickly driven back by flames, 
which almost enveloped him. Hubbs 
escaped and raised the alarm, He was 
severely burned about the face and 
head, and was subsequently remoyed 
to the city tor medical treatment, 

Inafew minutes the entire prem- 
ises were a mass of flames. The city 
fire brigade were notified and a steam 
engine, with «number of men anda 

uantity of hose, was despatched to 
the scene and worked all day upon the 
ruins. Owing to there being no wind 
at the time other large buildings, such 
astank and warehouses, were saved. 
A tank containing 3,700 gallons of 
whiskey in process of manufacture 
was destroyed, and upwards of 200,000 
pounds of barley, rye and corn, An 
empty box car belonging to the Grand 
Truok Railway Company, left stand- 
ing in front of the distillery, was des- 
troyed. 

It is estimated the loss will be in the 
vicinity of $250,000, and the insurance 
will be in the vicinity of $100,000 less 
than the loss. 

The heads of the company stated 
that the work of rebuilding will be 
commenced as soon as the matter of 
insurance is settled. It will be an up- 
to-date building, equipped with all 
modern appliances. 

The fire is thought to have origin- 
ated by spontaneous combustion.

HOMEST EAD REGULATIONS 


NY even numbered section of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al 
berta, excepting 8 and 26,not reserved, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is the sole 
head of afamily, or any male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less. 

Entry must be made personally at the loca) 
ind office for the district in which the land is 
situate, 

The homesteaderis required to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under one of 
the following plans :— 

(1) At least six months" residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in each year for three 
years, < 

(2) If the father (or mother,if the father is 
deceased) of the homesteader resides upon a 
farm in the vicinity of the land entered for. the 
requirements asto residence may be satisfied 
by such person residing with the father or 
mother, 

(3) If the séttler has his permanent residence 
upon farming land owned by him in the yicin 
ity of his homestead, the requirements ag to 
residence may be satisfied by residence upon 
the said land, 

Six months’ notice in writing should be given 
to the Commissioner of Dominion Landsat Ot 
tawa of intention to apply for patent.

An accident happened on the C.0.R, 
aut Eldorado on Monday at 3 p.m,, 
which resulted in the death of Jacob 
Henessey, fireman, of Trenton, As 
the train was approaching the station 
from the north, through some unac- 
countable reason it became uncoupled, 
the front part running some distance 
before it was noticed.

VICTIM OF RUSSIAN TYRANNY. 


Tragedy of a Young Woman Held With- 
out Trial. 


The suicide in the fortress of St. Peter 
and St. Paul, St. Petersburg, of a young 
woman named Dorofleff, who had been 
imprisoned there for nearly six months 
ewithout trial, has caused as painful an 
impression as that of the girl Viefrova, 
who committed suicide in the same place 
about eight or ten years ago by pouring 
over herself the oil of the lamp with 
which her cell was provided and setting 
herself on fire. Dorofleff strangled her- 
‘self by tying her hair round her neck, 

fastening the end of the plail to the foot 

of the bed and then leaning back till 

death released her. P 

She was a young married woman, 
barely 22 years of age, who came to St. 
Petersburg wilhy her husband ih the 
spring of last year. The two lived a 
quiet, simple life, and attracted little no- 
tice from their neighbors, until shortly 
after a revolutionary outrage, when they 
disappeared, The police made a descent 
upon their-apartment and left a few men 
in permanent ambush. When, two days 
later, the husband returned alone, he had 
hardly entered the hall when they rushed 
out with loaded revolvers and arrested 
him. Two days later he was executed in’ 
accordance with the verdict of a fleld 
court-martial. 

The following day the woman Doro- 
fieff was arrested. She was immediately 

‘Incarcerated in the Fortress of St. Peter 
and St. Paul, and since then, according 
to the newspaper accounts, she was 
kept in complete ignorance as to the fate 
of her husband, the jailors not being 
allowed to reply to any of her questions. 
The news of her husband's death, it is 
said, was conveyed to her on the eve of 
her suicide, 

She had been dead for several hours 
before it was discovered that she had 
put an end to her life. She was buried 
secretly at night time in the Preobajen- 
sky Cemetery, where are the graves of} 
many ¢f those who fell during the shoot- 
ing on Red Sunday. Who she was and 
who her husband remains a mystery. 
Those who knew her during her Stay,in 
St. Petersburg describe her as an ex- 
ceplionally beautiful and attractive wo- 
ee of superior intelligence and educa-

Officers, 

The Emperor of Germany has a de- 

i o promote temperance and 

simple living among officers of the army 


jimperinl note circulated among the re- 
giments. The nole, which emanates 
from the emperor direct, states that 
during a midday meal tvhich the kai- 
scr. attended at one of the regimental 
messes he was extremely annoyed to 
see the luxuriousness and profuseness 
displayed in regard to table delicacies, 
including French champagne, 

In his note the emperor expresses 1 
desire tantamount to a command that 
when he is present at any regimental 
meal the menu should be restricted to 
! soup, fish. vegetables, toast, cheese and 
butter. Beverages should consist cf 
imple red or white table wines or a 
claret glass of German champagne 
might be handed round on oceasions us 
fn accompaniment while “braten” is 
being served. Liqueurs after meals are 
tabooed, also all other beverages.

to endure the affliction or make a long

her home that season she arranged to 
stay in Edmonton and return the follow- 
ing year by the boat. Unfortunately a 
week before we left Edmonton she took 
suddenly ill and expired, and instead of 
our having her as a companion on our 
journey we were compelled to be the 
bearers of the saddest of all messages to 
her husband, who came aboard, as soon 
a3. the steamer touched the bank, ex- 
pecting to meet his dear one after a long 
year's absence. It is unnecessary to say 
that this incident was most distressing, 
but it is not singular, for this annual 
steamer brings similar messages every 
trip. . 


ANOTHER CASE. 


I shall only mention one other in- 
stance: Some time in April of last year 
I received a letter from a trader of my 
acquaintance, whose post was at the Arc- 
tic River, on the lower Mackenzie, be- 
yond the Arctic circle. This letter was 
written on Christmas Day, fully four 
months before it reached me at Ottawa. 
It described life in that far northern re- 
gion most graphically, and the general} 
fone was cheerful, and reflected the life 
of a man greatly interested in the 
strange surroundings of his new home, 
I knew a reply would not reach’ hi 
sooner than I expected to myself, and I 
locked forward with pleasure to the sur- 
prise that I would give him when I 
should present myself in person to an- 
swer his communieation. On reaching 
Great Slave Lake I was informed that I 
would find my friend at Fort Good Hope 
on our way down. This post is about 
three hundred miles this side of the Are- 
{ir Red River. So when our steamer, the 
Wrigley, reached Good Hope I looked 
eagerly among the crowd of Indians, 
half-breeds and a few whites, everyone 
down to see the arrival of the first 
steamer, if not the only one of the year; 
but to my surprise my friend could not 
be seen. I soon had his quarters on the 
bank of the river pointed out, and in a 
few minutes more had found him in a 


mall log hut in a dying condition. He 
had a few months before contracted a 
severe cold, Which failed to yield to any 
remedies that were availat I learned 


on my return that he died. the day after 
I visited him.

Waste land that is to be planted; 
it is well to have ther advice ae me 
ester in’ making such plantations. In 
the majority of cases, too, it is just such 
waste land that is to be planted, 

Even where the soil is almost pure 
sand, in which no grass will grow, a 
food crop of trees may be raised. This 
1s being abundantly shown on a planta- 
tion in Durham county, made some 
three years ago under the direction of 
the Forester of the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture. In such land a good 
supply of moisture is retained by the 
subsoil, which for the tree roots is more 
important than the surface soil itself. 
With soil of this sandy character culti- 
yalion is never necessary, nor, indeed, 
advisable. 

A steep hillside is often the place 
where it is desired to plant. If the hill 
is not too steep, it will probably be 
found most advantageous to plough 
furrows—as far apart, of course, as-the 
rows of trees are intended to be. These 
furrows ‘should always run along the 
side of the hill, not up and down the 
bill. Care should be taken that the fur- 
Tow is ploughed so that the earth is 
thrown down the hill, so that the furrow 
will retain as much rain as possible. 

On very steep hillsides and on very 
stony ground a mattock or grub-hoe 

ust be used... The.distances of trees 
from each other need not be adhered 
fo very closely.

Synopsis of Canadian North-West. 
HOMEST, EAD REGULATIONS 


NY even numbered section of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, excepting § and 26,not reserved, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is the sole 
head of afamily, orany male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less. 

Entry must be made pexecnaly at the local 
and office for the district in which the land is 
situate. 

The homesteader is required to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under one of 
the following plans :— 

(1) At least six months* residence upon and 
cultivation of the Jand in each year for three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother,if the father is 
deceased) of the homesteader resides upon a 
farm in the vicinity of the land entered for. the 
requirements as to residence may be satisfied 
by such person residing with the father or 
mother, 

(3) If the settler has his permanent residence 
upon farming land owned by him in the vicin- 
ity of his homestead, the requirements as to 
residence may be satisfied by residence upon 
the said land. 

Six months' notice in writing should be given 
to the Commissioner of Dominion Lands at Ot- 
tawa of intention to apply for patent.

The 38rd annual convention of the 
North Hastings Teachers’ Association 
was held in the Town Hall, Madoc, on 
Wednesday and Thursday _ last. 
Wednesday's session opened at 10 
a.m., with devotional exercises con- 
ducted by Rev. H. S. Graham, Owing 
to the absence of the President, who 
has lett the county, Inspector Mackin- 
tosh occupied the chair, After the 
calling of the roll, the minutes of last 
meeting were read and approved 
The treasurer's report was not forth- 
coming owing to that officer's 
absence. It was decided to elect 
officers by convention rather than by 
committee as heretofore. The first 
subject taken up was Grammar, the 
teacher being Miss Brenkell, of 
of Madoc Model School. 

Miss Breakell briefly outlined her 
method of dealing with the subject 
informally, Pupils really know about 
number, case, etc., without technical 
terms; all that is required is to re- 
arrange and classify this knowledge 
and-use it as exercises in composition. 
She illustrated her method of teach- 
ing case with a class of. third 
senior pupils. Considerable discus- 
sion followed this, 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, 


At the beginning of the afternoon 
session the election of officers was 
held which resulted as follows :—

The question of fees was brought 
up, and it was decided to collect a 
fee of 25 cents from each member, 

The subject, Geography—fourth 
form—was taken by Mr. E. T. Wil- 
lianis, who gaye w very interesting 
und instructive paper, the result of 
which, will no doubt, make Geography 
in North Hastings’ schools, a more 
interesting subject both to the 
teacher and pupil. 

Mr. D. J. Goggin, L.L.D., gave a 
paper on Literature. He divided it 
into two classes—literuture of know- 
ledge and literature of power. The 
former class isfound in books of the 
cook book and almanac variety. Our 
concern -is with the Literature of 
Power. This Literature of Power has 
three aims:—First, it aims at the 
effective expression of truth; second, 
it aims at training the mind—its dis- 
ciplinary value; and third, it aims at 
imparting moral training—its Pthical 
value. Different teachers place stress 
on different aitns. We get out of it 
what we bring to it, The first 
stage in reading—pleasure through 
immediate perception. The young 
child should begin to vead shortly 
after coming to school, ‘The second 
stage—beginning to analyze and test 
what he reads by its conformity to 
truth. How it would “pan out,” to 
use a western expression, in actual 
life. The third stage—appreciation of 
general truths that lie beneath the 
surface. Not every one passes to this 
stage, but should. - He who has read a 
poem and has not seen the symbol 
back of the whole thing has missed 
the best part of it. Literature is 
divided into two classes—prose and 
poetry. Prose deals with business 
affairs in three ways: 1, Ordinary 
ideas in sentence; 2, Form that trans- 
mits great things ; 3, Where Prose 
almost does what poetry can do. 
Poetry is expeesion of the “ spirit” of 
the thing. Poetry hus three elements: 
First, it must have noble and univer- 
sal thoughts and lofty sentiments ; 
second, its diction raises it above or- 
dinary language; and third, it must 
baye the rhythmic element present. 
Not all mere “rhyme” is poetry. 
*' Bive finger excercises” wre 
necessary in music to the begin- 
ner; part one and pkonics are 
necessary tothe pupil beginner, but 
let the pupil have some reading for 
pleasure, The library is of great im- 
portance in the school. It should be 
compulsory to have a library in eyery 
school and compel trustees to add to 
it every year. In supplementary 
reading do not be a slave to the 
dictionary. Let pupils do as you do— 
skip the meanings of big words. | If 
your pupil does not leaye you with a 
desire to read, all your work will be of 
no ayail. ‘Figures of speech.” He 
showed these to be useful, apt and 
beautiful, He then gave an exempli- 
fication of method of dealing with 
Longfellow’s Excelsior—first, intellec- 
tual; second, spiritual interpretation. 

The subject * Art” was taken by 
Miss Bishop: — Training a child to 
draw as he sees it, not as someone else 
seesit. In drawing objects always show 
rést, grouping and measurement, 
Express vaviety, unity and repose, 
Drawing is an important tactor in 
connecting the school with the outside 
world, home, nature, etc, Miss Bishop 
had present exhibits of work executed 
by her pupils, 


EVENING PROGRAM, 


A public meeting was held in the 
evening and was attended by a goodly 


number of our citizens as well as 
school-teachers. Mr. A. F. Wood was 
elected as Chairman of the evening, 
und, after enlogizing the N.H.T.A. on 
their success in getting good men to 
speak to them at their meetings, and 
his pleasure in being present in the 
afternoon to hear the gentleman who 
was to lecture to them, he assured 
them a trent was in store for them, 
He then called on Miss Phoebe Kerr 
and Mr, W. P. J, Alexander for a 
musical number, and they rendered a 
duet in good style, After this the 
speaker of the evening, D. J. Goggin, 
L.LD., was called upon, 

Dr, Goggin expressed his pleasure 
in being permitted to speak to them 
on what all ave interested, ‘* Success,” 
He would endeavor to treat it from 
different standpoints and gave some 
practical applications that may be of 
service, He drew before his audience 
several word pictures :—(1) A cornetist 
who was a master musician who 
played before large audiences and was 
cheered and loudly encored. He des- 
eribed him as waking a success of his 
purticilar phase in life. (2) The battle 
of Waterloo and the’ point where 
Wellingtoh won the success of his life. 
(3) A butcher boy who afterwards was 
known as the great Wolsley. (4) The 
Scotch lad who helped his family by 
working in cotton mills, and who was 
afterwards the great Dr, Livingstone, 
who died kneeling by his bedside in 
Africa while in the carrying out of bis 
holy mission of eyangelizing and abol- 
ishing the slaye trade of Africa, How 
do you measure success? In the first 
picture the musician was seen drunk 
twenty-four hours afterwards ; in the 
second, Wellington had to protect his 
house against mobs; in the third, 
Wolsley went down in disgrace ; while 
in the fourth, the remains of Living- 
ston lie where lie Great Britain's 
greatest men—within the walls of 
Westminster Abbey. Do you measure 
success by results? Do you measure 
it bymoney ?. Are rich men success- 
ful-betanse wealthy ? Men who sacri- 
fice health for wealth are not wise. 
Every sense of man strives to get 
money as @ means, and with it he can 
develop the realistic side of his nature. 
Every object that upbuiJds man can 
be helped by money. Another test— 
Do you measure success by social posi- 
tion? No wise man despises position; 
distinction that comes through real 
life work, He that is on the mountain 
sees more than he who is in the yalley. 
Another test—Do you measure success 
by power? Political power, if you 
like. Were Bismark and other great 
men of his stamp successful men? 
History is filled with men who use 
their powers for selfish aims, Wealth, 
social position and power all contri- 
bute to success, not one will constitute 
success in itself, There are two ways 
open. Test conclusion by appeals to 
experience, An ideal man is one who 
in every endowment of his being is 
deyeloped. Thatis, every talent given 
to a man is made the most of, Man is 
made up of mind and body, the body 
being giyen asa temple of power we 
are responsible for the training of it, 
The Greeks belieyed in the practice of 
their endowments. They have left 
behind them examples of physical 
form. Could great men like Cicero, 
Bismark, Scott, Gladstone, Palmer- 
ston, Knox and Luther haye done the 
things they accomplished if their 
bodily powers had not been developed? 
There are exceptions, though, to this, 
where men who were weaklings have 
done great things. How much more 
might they have accomplished had 
they been strong. The mind is higher 
than the body. The ideal man seeks 
for harmoniois development. He 
spares no pains to find what he knows, 
He carries out the duties to his neigh- 
bor, to his state and to his God, 
Byery call disobeyed makes us so 
much the weaker. There is no such 
athing in life as stunding still, No- 
where is this more true than in the 
moral field. The man who has made 
the most of his talent may find ib 
harder to live a worthy life than to 
make # living. Look at the subject 
from all sides, The time is pase when 
a man may be master of all callings. 
There are callings where & man can’t 
engage in and liye the higher life. 
Let no man enter on such a calling as 
this, Choose with reference to fitness 
for calling. Hesitate before entering 
on acalling you dislike; for one who 
succeeds in this there ave a dozen who 
fail. Choose where there is room for 
your powers to expand. It is a sad 
scene when aman enters where there 
is no room to expand,, Young men 
get out of the teaching »vrofession 
after teaching a few years, and this is 
one of the reasons we have 60 many 
young women and not men in it. 75 
per cent, of the teachers are women 
to-day. This isa serious problem, as 
the men are needed in the schools to- 
day. Concentrate your powers on 
your calling. Its the secret of success 
in all human affairs. The Jack of all 
trades is Jack at the end and not mas- 
ter. I go further and would haye you 
& master, not slave, of your calling. I 
was told once there was written this

Even the Prussian War caused 


no diminution in the average, that of 
1866-76 being $944,000, as against $1,080,- 


000 from 1871 to 1875. 


This increase continued until the aver- 


age was reached in the period from 1891 
to 1895 of $1,386,000. As weallh was 
then increasing in all countrys and 
there was no reason to fear that ils de- 
yelopment would be checked in France, 
it was expected that the average would 
reach $1,600,000 for the next five years, 
whereas the period from 1896 to 1900 
yielded only $1,373,800. That this in- 
crease was not merely temporary is 
shown by. the latest five years for which 
figures aro available, 1901-05, when tho 
average reached only $1,324,400,

HOMEST EAD REGULATIONS 
A®Y even numbered section of Dominion 

Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, excepting 8and 26,not reserved, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is the sole 
head of afamily, orany male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less. - 

Entry niust be made personally at the local 
ead oftice forthe district in Which the land is 
situate. 

The homesteader is required to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under one of 
the following plans :— 

(1) At least six months' residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in each year for three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother,if the father is 
deceased) of the homesteader resides upon a 
farm in the vicinity of the land entered for, the 
requirements asto residence may be satisfied 
by such person residing with the father: or 
mother, 

(3) If the settler bas his permanent residence 
upon farming land owned by bim in the vicin-

Sea Captain's Theory Regarding Cold 
Weather, : 


A despatch from New York says: 
Captain J, Lumsdane, of the Anchor 
Liner Astoria, from Glasgow, has found 
a reason for the cold weather. He says 
the Gulf Stream, which ordinarily has a 
range between 46 and 55 degrees north 
latitude, is away to the north, and he 
found a high barometer with a southerly 
wind, which is unusual for the Atlantic, 
“I don't say that the Gulf Stream {ts 
out of its margin,” said the captain, 
“but itis to the northward of its normal 
course, This accounts for our winter 
weather at home fn Scotland, where we 
have been having snow every other day. 
We don’t have the seasons we used to 
have.”

Practical. 


A despatch from Ottawa says: Dr. 
Haanel, Dominion Superintendent of 
Mines, has prepared a very valuable re- 
port upon the results of experiments 
conducted last year at Sault Ste. Marie 
with the thermo-electric process of smelt- 
ing Canadian iron ores. The report 
shows that the experiments have been 
very successful, and have demonstrated 
thal Canada’s large resources of magne- 
lite ores can bo as economically smelted 
as hematite ores by the electric process, 
and that ores of high sulphur content 
can be made into pig iron containing 
only a few thousandths of one per cent. 
of sulphur. Dr. Haanel estimates that a 
10,000 horsepower plant, capable of pro- 
ducing 120 tons of pig iron per day of 


twenty-four hours, would cost $700,000, 
and that, allowing for interest and de- 
preciation of plant, the cost of smellin 
would be $2.43 per ton, Adding the cos' 
of ore, charcoal, labor, electric energy \ 
and other running expenses, he esti- 
mates that a.ton of pig iron could be 
made for $10.69. The electric smelting 
works now being erecled at Welland are 
expected to produce from thirty-flve to 
forty tons of pig iron per day, The re- 
port lays much stress upon the possibil- 
ity of developing Canada’s many iron 
deposits by menns of the water powers 
which are to be found throughout the 
Dominion, pointing out that many water 
powers exist in Ontario and Quebec 
surrounded by iron ore flelds.

Lieut.-Governor'’s Narrow Escape. 


HON, JAMES DUNSMUIR'S YACHT BURN- 
ED TO WATER'S EDGE, 


Vancouyer, B.C., May 26.—While 
returning from Gardner Inlet, after a 
month's hunting trip on Friday, Hon. 
James Dunsmuir, Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor of British Columbia; Major 
Audain, his son-in-law ; three guests, 
and a crew of thirteen hada narrow 
escape, when the Thistle, Mr. Duns- 
muir’s $50,000 yacht, was burned to 
the water's edge in Queen Charlotte 
Sound. 

Mr. Dunsmuir and others on board 
were forced to take to the boats, and 
in 15 minutes after the alarm of fire 
was given, the Thistle was burned to 
the water's edge. 

The cause of the fire is a mystery, 
Five hundred gallons of gasoline were 
stored in the hold, and exploded. 

Mr. Dunsmuir and others in the 
boats travelled 32 miles before being 
by a southbound steamer, 
which picked them up and brought 
them to Vancouver at noon to-day. 
All lost eyerything but the clothes 
they wore, 


Farmer Drank Horse Medicine. 


Mistook Bottle Containing Belladonna 
‘ For Whiskey. 


London, Ont., May 26,—William 
Rickard, a well-known Westminster 
township farmer, died yesterday after- 
noon at the home of a neighbor from 
the effects of drinking from _a bottle 
containing medicine he had bought 
for his horses. Rickard was in town 
daring the day, and obtained the 
medicine from a veterinary. It con- 
tuined a Jarge proportion of bella- 
donna, Before driving home he 
bought a bottle of whiskey, He stop- 
ped at the home of a neighbor talked 
fora time, and left for Tempo post- 
office to get his mail. He returned 
later and exclaimed, ** My God, I have 
poisoned myself,” Dr. Routledge, of 
Lambeth, was called, but was unable 
to do anything for him. The only 
theory advanced is that he took the 
horse inedicine in mistake for whiskey.
